Reports received from Dublin

to Waterford. ° Troops from Kilkenny reached the environs 
of Waterford on Tuesday evening. The approach to the centre of 
the city is barred by the river Suir whese bridges are impassable 
but they bombarded the Irregulars’ positiong at the barracks and 
jail whose response was feeble. Fighting wag still jn progress at 
Limerick yesterday evening. The casualties at Limerick are 
hitherto 20 killed and 40 wounded, largely civilians.

That is a dis- 
tinct step forward on the mere 
writing ofletters to the Govern- 
ment in regard tocases of cnelty 
Tecorded in the newspapers. As 
we remarked at the time, itdoes 


not needs Society to do work of 
that order. 


We can quite believe that, as 
Mr. Northcote says, people are 
teluctant to prosecute in cases 
which come to their notice, 
because of the necessity of 
Going .to court to give evid- 
ence. But that factor onght 
not. to deter members and 
cficers of-a Society created for 
the express purpose of stopping 
Cruelty toanimals. And in this 
regard such members and officers 
have beenevery whit as much to 
bleme ag the general public. 
In short, the Society since 
its reconstitution bas done 
Practically nothiog, until now, 
to justify -its- revival. We 
trust, however, that it hes now 
taken & new lease of life and 
activity. 

The Inspector can do, sgreat 
deal by keeping in touch with 
those who have to do with 
animals lastilliog better idsas of 
the treatment due thera and, in 
the more serious cases, by pro- 
secuting offenders. But he can 
not do the work of the whole 
Society, -whose officials should 
take up definite end systematic 
work, by propaganda and other- 
wise, to create better {deals 
/ampongst certain sections of the 
populace regarding the care of 
animals, Educational work, is 
badly needed in this direction, 
and i¢ is in this sphere that the 
Society can doa great deal to 
supplemeit the labours of the 
proposed Inspector. These things

U.S.. Shipping Costs. 


AX joint Congressions! com- 
mittee hasbeen takirg evidence 
at Washi-gton relative to the 
Shipping Subsidy Bill, which 
President Harding is seekinz to 
carry through. One of the wit- 
nesses, Mr. R. T. Morrill, director 
of the Barean of Reasearch for the 
C. S. Shipping Board and 
formerly engsged with the 
Oriental Navigation Co. of New 
York, gave some illuminating 
evidence concerning the operating 
costs of Americin and British 
vessels respectively. He estimat- 
ed that American pay is 30 per 
cept. higher (subject to variation 
according to the class af ship), 


that subsistence costs are con-| 


siderably more than on British 
ships, and that administrative ex- 
penses. repsits, and other dis- 
bursementsa represent  differ- 
ences “not readily measurable, 
but real.” On the top of this, 
there is the Ilarger capital 
charge in respect of constraction 
eatimated to equal a further 15 
per cent. In operating coats, 
even with the Shippiog’. Board 
turning over vessels to private 
enterprise at G§50 per ton 
below building cost. Another 
dig factor, this wi tnesspointedout, 
is that something ke two-thirds 
of the world’s tonnage is carried by 
low-speed ships, largely tramps, 
for which traffic the bigher costs 
rendered it-almast impossible for 
American ships to compete. 
Dubious Britishers have ground 
for reas3urance here in regard to 
the keen competition for treights. 
To covnter-balaace the disadvan- 
tages referred to, the United States 
Congress is considering a Sbip- 
ping Bill which proposes ta allot 
a huge subsidy for the assistance 
of tbe: country’s Mercantile 
Marine. Tbe arguments sdduced 
by the powerful supporters of the 
measure are that America must 
bave ac adequate commercial 
fleet te second the Navy in war; 
and to carry the nation’s mer- 
chandise in peace, and these aims 
are natural. To other shipping 
countries the point of icterest’ is 
whether American tazpayers will 
relish footing the yearly bill, fo 

the subsidps. .
